Broadway Association, Backed 
by Police, To Take Action 


Plan To Rid Famous Thorough- 
fare of Crime Pestilence 


License Commissioner Bell To 
Make Test of His Powers 


New York, March 26,—Broadway, 
the “Gay White Way” of New York, 
and admittedly the most famous thor- 
oughfare in the world, is to be given a 
thorough cleaning to rid it of vice and 
crime, according to plans just formu- 
lated by the Broadway Association, 
which will heve the backing of Police 
Commissioner Woods, Chief Magis- 
frate McAdoo, License Commissioner 
Bell and other prominent officials in 
its campaign to improve the moral 
tone of the “old cowpath.” At a meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Proadway Association held on Thurs- 
day a decision was reached to take 
immediate steps to rid Broadway of 
vice, with which it has long run ram- 
pant, and to this end has called a 
conference for tonight at the Hote! 
Martinique, when a committee will be 
hamed to take charge of the cam- 
paign. 

One of the first steps will be inaugu- 
rated by License Commissioner Bell, 
who fer some time has been active in 
keeping the numerous Broadway cab- 
arets with'n hounds. In order to test 
the powers of his depertment C°m- 
missioner Pell plans to effect the ar- 


rest of some prominent Proadway 
cabaret owners and have the courts 
determine just to what’ extent the 


nm'‘ssioner may go in his regulation 
of cabaret entertainment. and _ the 
mnduct of the establishment itself. 
The commissioner bel'eves that he has 
the same right to regulate cabaret 
shows as he has to determine the fit- 
ness of legitimate or burlesque shows 
to exhibit In New York. and the 
“arrest” shortly to be made will be in 
the nature of a test case, to secure a 
court decision for once and for all. 

Pollee Commissioner Woods and 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo have 
viedged their support to the cleanup

BRADY $33,056 
IN PARTNERSHIP 


Judgment Awarded After Two 
Years of Litigation 


Is Outcome of Suit Over Part- 
nership in Auditorium, Chicago 


Erlanger Won in Trial Court, 
But Lost on Appeal 


New York, March 24.—Abe Erlan- 
ger, of the firm of Klaw & Erlanger, 
is indebted to William A. Brady in the 
sum of $33,056, according to a decision 
handed down yesterday by E. Bright 
Wilson, acting as referee to appratse 
damages in an action brought by Brady 
in a partnership claim, the action being 
brought by Mr. Brady some two years 
ago to collect from Mr. Erlanger his 
share of an interest and profits in the 
Auditorium Theater, Chicago. The 
referee, in handing down his report, 
also named costs to be paid to Mr. 
Brady by the defendant. 

In bringing suit Mr. Brady claimed 
a 37% per cent interest in the Chicago 
Theater, claiming that Mr. Erlanger 
as his partner formed a dummy cor- 
poration, to which he turned over the 
lease of the theater, and that during 
the co-partnership Mr. Erlanger, with-

The 
interests seems nation-wide, indicating 
that the showmen have adopted the 
successful motto of all business enter- 
prises—Organize—and that the fever 
has taken such a strong hold on the 
outdoor showmen that nothing can 
stop the entire fraternity from or- 
ganizing an association of genuine 
benefit. 


The new association offers a haven 
of refuge for all high-class and legit- 
imate outdoor amusement enterprises. 
It is beginning to erect bulwarks of 
defense, the foundations of which are 
expected to be so strong that no op- 
position forces will be able to break 
them down. Preparedness is the 
watchword of the day! All of the big 
industries as well as the labor organi- 
zations have been organized and pre- 
pared for their battles for many years. 
This fact alone should be warning 
enough for the showmen. 

The best evidence of what organiza- 
tion will and can do is the demonstra- 
tion just given to America by Railway 
Brotherhoods. Regardless of the fact 
of whether their demands are just or 
unjust, it proved to the entire country 
that organization is the thing and that 
PREPAREDNESS will win most bat- 
tles. The entire outdoor show world 
has been unprepared in “every way, 
manner, shape and form.” Its mem- 
bers were all practically divided 
against each other—no organization 
perfected among themselves for pro- 
tection against the encroachments of 
radical legislation and the hundred 
and one other dangers that are liable 
to confront them at any moment.

WAGE FIGHT ON 


MEASURES FOR 
SUNDAY OPENING 


Film Interests Predict Victory 
in Legislatures 


New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut Field of Battle 


New York Delegation Visits 
Albany and Wins Recognition 


New York, March 26.—The fight for 
legalized Sunday motion picture shows 
continues unabated in three Eastern 
States, with film interests freely pre- 
dicting victory in each of the contested 
Legislatures. There is every indica- 
tion, the motion picture interests as- 
sert, of Sunday pictures being legal- 
ized in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, as the result of well- 
planned and energetic campaigns con- 
ducted by representatives of the ex. 
hibitors’ leagues in those States, in co. 
operation with the National Associa- 
tion of the Motion Picture Industry. 

In New Jersey the Colgan bill, con- 
taining a clause for referendum, has 
passed the Assembly and is expected 
to be favorably acted upon in the Sen- 
ate within a few days. It is generally 
believed that if this measure is passed 
by the Senate it will be signed by Gov-

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TICKET SCALPERS ANNOY

THEATERGOERS 


Numerous Complaints Made to Police During 
the Past Few Weeks — Another Crusade 
Against These Street Parasites May 
Be Launched 


New York, March 26.—Every once 
in a while New York theatergoers let 
out a howl against the activities of 
street ticket scalpers, and ever so often 
the police launch a crusade against 
these “‘parasites’’ of the theater, re- 
sulting in a few arrests, the imposing 
of nominal fines and then a gradual 
return to old conditions. 

During the past week the ticket 
scalpers, evidently due to the rather 
mild weather, which enabled them to 
ply their occupation on the streets, 
have become unusually active, and, 
what is more, have resumed their in- 
sulting and abusive tactics towards 
passersby who refuse to be “held up” 
by them. As a result there have been 
a number of complaints filed with the 
Police Department, and while no of- 
ficial statement has been forthcoming 
it is reported that ‘Commissioner 
Woods has detailed some of his best 
plain clothes men to make a thorough 
investigation. with a view of deter- 
mining if the obnoxious practice can 
not effectively be stamped out. — 

The activity of the scalpers is due, 
in the main, to the unusually large 
number of hits now occupying the 
New York playhouses, the result being 
an unprecedented demand for tickets, 
mostly from the many thousands of 
visitors to the city, who are anxious 
to spend their evenings viewing the 
late plays. The scalpers, as has al- 
ways been the case, manage to get the 
very choicest seats, because they are 
sold at a stiff premium, and callers at 
the theater box-office are either forced 
to be content with undesirable seats 


Sunday Shows in Connecticut 


Hartford, Conn., March 24.—By a 
vote of 137 to 8&9 the House on 
Wednesday afternoon adopted the 
Martin local option bill, which will 
authorize athletic sports and amuse- 
ments, including motion pictures, be- 
tween 2 and 10 o’clock Sunday after- 
noons and evenings in towns of 10,- 
000 population or more, provided 
2 majority of the voters. shall 
decide by a ref- 
erendum vote to 
accept the priv- 
ileges of the 
statute. The 
Senate has be- 
fore it a bill 
authorizing 
moving picture 
shows Sunday 
nights in all 
towns, but this 
bill will now 
probably be re- 
jected in view 
of Wednesday’s 
action in the 
House, which is 
composed of 258 
members, most 
of them from 
small towns. 

Another film 
bill about to be 
favorably re- 
ported will 
compel theaters 
to supply seats 
to all who pur- 
chase tickets, 
unless an S. R. 
O. sign is placed 
in the theater 
lobby.

Workhouse Sentences or Heavy Fines Imposed 
on Disturbers Have No Effect on Discon- 
solate Rodents---No Leniency 
Shown Them 


New York, March 26.—Despite a 
warning issued to the White Rats by 
Magistrate Murphy in the Men’s Night 
Court here last week in imposing a 
thirty-day workhouse sentence on a 
member of the Rodent organization 
convicted of disorderly conduct, that 
the Rats need expect no clemency, 
members of the ruined order during 
the past week continued their lawless 
outrages and assaults against theaters 
comprising the Marcus Loew Circuit 
in Greater New York, with the result 
that dozens of additional arrests of 
Rats and sympathizers were made, 
and another nail driven into the coffin 
of the fast disintegrating outfit.

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ALBERT L. WILBUR 
DIES IN BOSTON 


Widely Known Theatrical Man- 
ager Succumbs After Short 
Iliness—Organized Wilbur 
Opera Company 


* Boston, Mass., March 25.—Albert Lafayette 
Wilbur, veteran theatrical manager, died yes- 
terday in a Back Bay Hospital of hardening 
of the arteries, after an illness of several weeks. 

Mr. Wilbur was one of the most widely known 
theatrical magnates in the country, and leaves 
thousands of friends to mourn his loss. His 
theatrical career began in 1876, when he as- 
sociated himself with Gus Frohman in the man- 
agement of the Callender Georgia Minstrels. 
Five years later he accepted from Daniel Froh- 
juan a share in a San Francisco engagement of 
Hazel Kirk, and from the venture the two 
Frohmans and Mr. Wilbur realized $30,000. It 
Was this that really started Mr. Wilbur in the 
theatrical business, Later he made $150,000 in 
the run of The Mascot at a New York theater. 

H» organized an opera company and produced 
Audran’s La Mascotte at John McCaull’s Bijou 
Theater in New York. After conducting the 
Willur Opera Company at a loss for several 
seasons, he got Harris, Button & Deane and 
Jacobs interested with him, and the company 
began to prosper, and in succeeding seasons 
produced more than 150 light operas. In later 
years he formed a partnership with E, D. Stair, 
known as Stair & Wilbur, and acquired several 
theaters in the West. They owned the United 
States Amusement Company, controlled the Ma- 
jestic, West End end American theaters in 
New York, and built the Majestic Theater in 
Lrooklyn. About fifteen years ago they entered 
Boston and secured a lease on the Majestic 
from the late Eben D, Jordan, They then got 
coutrol of the Globe from Weber & Fields, 
which they tried to make profitable, but in 
vain, and then the Grand Opera House. In 1914 
he built the Wilbur Theater. 

Mr. Wilbur was born in Westmoreland, N. 
H., sixty years ago. Of late years he spent 
the winters in Florida and California. 

The funeral was held today from the home 
of his nephew, Lester B. Wilbur, at Randolph, 
Mass.

RATS, DESPERATE, CONTINUE 
ASSAULTS ON LOEW HOUSES 
(Continued from page 6) 
ville circles that the White Rats, who, eince 
their inception have been bitterly opposed to 
Jews, even going so far as to completely bar 
them from elective or appointive office, have now 
sought sympathy from an organization made up 
entirely of Jews. Much comment ts being heard 
along Broadway over the changed attitude of the 
Rats toward the Jews, and there ix seme ques 
tion as to whether performers of that race, who 
long have been the object of White Rat prejudice, 
will now lend their sympathy and support to an 
organization which they well realize can mean 
An equal amount of 


comment is being made about Clark's *audden 
evolution. 

During last week there were several fresh out- 
bursts of Rat outlawry, all of them directed 
against houses embracing the Marcus Loew Cir- 
cuit. Early in the week a gang of the rodents 
visited Loew's Orpheum Theater at Eighty- 
sixth street and Third avenue, and, not content 
with their noisy demonstrations, proceeded to 
acts of violence, one of the disgruntled Rats 
throwing a bottle at an act upon the stage. The 
bottle, striking against the front of the stage, 


broke, scattering glass, with the result that 
a child in the audience and a member of 
the orchestra were quite severely cut. Four ar- 


rests were made, three of them acknowledged 
Rats, the other an outsider who happened to be 
inveigled to the theater by a couple of members 
of the A, A. A., and for whom he gallantly 
fought during the turmoil. 

William J, Drier, one of the ringleaders, wus 
sentenced to thirty days in the workhouse, and 
Delmar Clark was fined $10. The third Rat 
was discharged for lack of evidence, 

In imposing the workhouse sentence of Drier 


Magistrate Murphy issued a warning to the 
Rats, saying that they must forthwith cease 
their lawlessness; that any grievances they 


may have with the managers must be settled 
in the courts, and that any Rats convicted of 
disorderly conduct in connection with the as- 
saults against theaters need look for no mercy. 
Former District Attorney Jerome, who prose- 
cuted the cases against the Rats, said that it 
was not the desire to show vindictiveness, but 
that the court should be stern in its disposition 
of the cases. 

“If Mountford and the others who draw large 
salaries from the White Rats,’’ Jerome said, 
“would give the necessary order to stop, all 
of the trouble at the theaters would be at an 
end. If the members insist upon being tools, 
then the cases against them will have to be 
prosecuted.”’ 

Friday night the Rats invaded the lower 
East Side and East New York (Brownsville), 
where three of the Loew houses became the 
objects of their wrath. It was here that the 
rodents enlisted the aid of the Hebrew Garment 
Workers, and for a time rioting was much in 
evidence. Upwards of a score of Rats were 
arrested, and in practically every instance were 
convicted of disorderly conduct, fines ranging 
from $1 to $10 being imposed, with warnings 
that another appearance in court would mean 
workhouse sentences, 

At Loew's Palace Theater in East New York 
four men and a woman were arrested. All 
were released on suspended sentence and told 
to keep away from the theater under penalty of 
severe punishment. Those jailed gave their 
names as William H. Kane, Stan Stanley (not 
the Stan Stanley of recognized vaudeville fame), 
Mr. and Mrs, DeLeon and Jack Simons, 

Down on the lower East Side the strikers 
visited Loew's Delancey Street and Avenue B 
theaters. At the former twelve men and six 
women were arrested. Five of the women were 
discharged, the other fined $10, it being her 
second similar offense. The men were fined 
various sums of from $1 to $5. Those arrested 
were: Dave Malcolm, Richard Collins, Albert 
Warner, Oliver T. Fiske, Ed Higgins, Alex. 
Patty, Felix Patty, Herbert Thompson, Charles 
Howard, Ociela Lopez, Dave Singer, Lew Harris, 
Harriett Thompson, Ruth Hoyt, Marion Thomr- 
son, Mary Willis, Elizabeth Menton and Hazel 
Hall. The latter was fined $10, having only 
a week ago been released on probation after 
her identification with the Loew Fulton Thetter 
disturbances in Brooklyn, 

At the Avenue B Theater there were sixteen 
Rats arrested, as follows: Dolly LeRoy, Doris 
Cherie, Louis Dingwald, Alex. Kemp, Sam 
Adams, Will Connelly, Jr.; Louis LeBrun, Cond 
Morse, Francis Hoyt, Harry P. Dewey, Raymond 
Lanois, Edward Markey, James Correlly, Jack 
Bancroft, Arthur Williams and Bert Scott. 
Scott was fined $5, the others were fined $1 
or released on suspended sentence, 

While the men from Delancey street were 
being arraigned a number off laughable tnci- 
dents occurred. Dave Malcolm asked the police 
permission first to rip open his pockets, Asked 
why he had sewed them up he replied that he had 
been told at Rat headquarters before going to 
Delancey street to sew up all of his pockets, 
otherwise someone would slip a gun or a knife 
into them. Another Rat, in testifying in his 
behalf, said that while picketing the theater 
he was talking out loud. “I was talking out 
loud to myself only,’’ he said, ‘I did not talk 
to a human being.’’ 

Within the next few days it would not be 
surprising if the Federal authorities took a 
hand in the Rats’ strike, due to the use of the 
mails by agitating members to endeavor to in- 
timidate acts working in some of the Loew 
theaters. Letters received Saturday night were 
printed in ink and signed, *‘Harry Kelso,’’ the 
name of one of the Rats recently arrested in 
connection with the Fulton Theater (Brooklyn) 
disturbances, read in effect: “Before midnight

PROTEST AGAINST STATEMENTS 


By Rat Leader to Effect That Women 
of Profession Are Forced To 
Submit to Insults 


New York, March 24.—Women of the vande- 
ville profession—and there are thousands of 
them engaged In the noble calling—are begin- 
ning to rise in arms against the continual as 
sertions of a certain leader of the White Rats 
Actors’ Union that in order to pursue their 
vrofession these women are constantly forced 
to submit to iosults and advances from man- 
‘gers, agents and even stace employees. In 
othr words, bis implied innuendo that in order 
for a woman to gain success or recognition 
before the footlights she must first sacrifice 
her honor, 

For a long time now he has been preaching 
this sert of rot to an wnsuspecting public, 
with the result that be has done more to 
bring the women of the stage into disrepute 
than any other circumstance connected with the 
profession, These talks assume that every 


female in vaudeville is a wanton or a harlot. 
Why he persists in this ridiculous, and, to the 
wemen of the stage, disgusting, attitude go one 
seems able to decermine. 

Recently in boston be has been addressing 
various women’s clubs and organizations in 
the hope of obtaining sentiment for the White 
Kats in their useless fight against vaudeville 
managers. In g printed interview in The Bos- 
ton Evening Revord he is quoted as saying: 

“Many of the women in vaudeville in this 
country are exposed to absolutely unspeakable 
conditions, They are impos:d upon as is no 
other group of their sex. They are net treate! 
like human beings. They are often ferced to 
endure brutal advances ef managers and repre 
sentatives of booking offices. As human be 
ings we of the White Rats unite in denouncing 
this terrible condition, and demand that our 


women be protected. They are, for the most 
part, women of fine morals, religiously in- 
clined, whe in nearly seven cases out of ten 
have outside obligations, such as a no-goml 
busband, an erring brother or an invalid sister, 
which makes it necessary for them te have 


continveus work, and be continually blind to 
insults that are positively heinous.” 

At one of these talks in Boston this leader 
was asked by one of the club women present: 

“De the women net rebel at such treatment?”’ 

“Rebel? he replied. “The women dare not 
rebel, because if they do no manager or agent 
will have anything te do with them, and they 
would then either be ferced to starve or walk 
the streets.’’ 

I¢ what he asserts were true, then every 
woman whe has succeeded in the great field of 
vaudeville has sacriticed her honor to attain 
this success, In other words, to his noetien 
of thinking, every woman of the variety pro- 
fession must be a harlet. 


The funny thing about the whoele affair is 
that it_is not the women who are voicing a 
protest—but a mere man. On the contrary, The 
Billboard has talked with hundreds, aye, theu 
sands, of women of the vaudeville profession. 
and it is enly in rare instances where any of 
them has been subjected to insult or indignity. 
As a matter of fact, the women of the stage 
resent such assertions that so far as the women 
of the profession are concerned the stage is 
a hotbed of immorality. Many of the women 
in vaudeville are happily married, some of 
them mothers, many of them are accompanied 
on their travels by mother or other relative, 
and, so far as immorality is concerned, there 
is less of it in vandeville or the stage profession 
generally than could be said of an average de- 
partment store, a telephone exchange or a 
millinery establishment. 

Is it not high time that the women of the 
stage rose in rebellion against this blight 
on their name and reputation, and repudiate 
anyone who would have the world believe that 
they are the prey of agent, manager or stage 
hand, to do with as they see fit, under penalty 
of being forever barred from earning an honest 
and honorable livelihood? There is not a 
of truth In the assertion, as anyone connected 
with vaudeville knows, and why anyene shoukl 
constantly harp on it is a mystery. It fs 
abominable, and should and must be stopped

CHARLES B. WARD, 


SONG WRITER, DEAD 


Popular Composer, Known as 
‘‘The Bowery Boy,’’ Wrote 
Strike Up the Band, 

Etc. 


New York, March 22.—Charles B. Ward, pop- 
ular song writer and actor, composer of Strike 
Cp the Band, Here Comes a Sailor, And the 
Band Played On, Enjoy Yourself, and other 
hits of recent years, died this week in Roose- 
velt Hospital, following an illness of more than 
a year. He was 52 years old, and is survived 
by a widow and a daughter, both of whom at 
one time appeared with him in vaudeville. 

It was just about twenty years ago, at the 
time of the Spanish-American war, that Ward, 
who was well and favorably known as ‘‘The 
Bowery Boy,’’ wrote his big comedy success, 
Strike Up the Band, Here Comes a Sailor, which 
became quite popular as a march tune. A short 
time later he wrote Enjoy Yourself, and then 
While the Band Played On, another song typical 
of the old New York Bowery. Here are the 
words of Strike Up the Band, long since for- 
gotten in the mad rush of today: 


“Strike up the band, 
Here comes the sailor, 
Hat in his hand, 
Just off the whaler; 
Stand in a row, 
Don’t let him go; 
Jack's a cinch, but every inch 
A sailor.’’ 

While the Band Played On also enjoyed wide- 
spread popularity in its day, the chorus run- 
ning. 

“Casey would waltz with a strawberry blonde, 

Aod the band played on; 

He’d glide o’er the fioor with the girl he adored, 

And the band played on; 

His brain was se loaded he nearly exploded, 


And the poor girl would shake with alarm; + 


He'd ne'er leave the girl, with the strawberry 
curl, 


And the band played on.”’ 


Ward was born in London Auust 6, 1855. 
beginning his career as a singer in musical 
shows. Later he became a variety singer ana 
then turned ta song writing. At one time he 
was under the management of Wm. A. Brady. 
and later went into vaudeville with his wife 
and daughter in a sketch, titled The Twin 
Flats, the turn being known as Ward, Klare 
and Ware. 


Funeral services were held Friday, many of 
the song writer’s friends of earlier day accom-

Miss Hill says in part: ‘“‘As Jack Glogau has 
selected Jack Edwards to direct his letter to me 
I will bring out the important things that con- 
cern him in the defense of my claim. 

“At the beginning of the time Mr. Edwards 
started his campaign to do away with the pro- 
fessional copy evil I sent him a letter marked 
“personal”? in care of The New York Clipper. 
The letter contained typewritten forms of my 
‘Professional Lead Sheet’ idea, and in which I 
asked him to present these forms to the Music 
Board of Trade at its next meeting, and to 
let me know of any criticisms or suggestions 
made by the members. I did not receive a 
reply, neither did I notice any article In any 
paper on the subject. Latcr an article appeared 
in The Clipper stating that Jack Glegau was 
the only person who had suggested a practical 
substitute for the professional copy. In the 
article plans were given which were identically 
the same as mine. The article stated Glogau 


got his idea while on a vacation in the moun- 
tains. Immediately I wrote several letters to 
Mp. Edwards, asking him what became of my 
plans sent to him. I received no answer for 
some time, but finally he wrote with the plea 
that he DID NOT RECEIVE MY LETTER 
CONTAINING THIS INFORMATION, Doesn't 
it seems queer, too, that I had to register one of 
my letters to Mr, Edwards in order to assure 
myself of the facts? 

“I designed the Professional Lead Sheet and 
named it so because it is neither a professional 
copy nor a lead sheet, but a combination of the 
two, so I combined the two names and the two 
styles of printing composition, 

“You say you went around to all the pub- 
lishers to interest them im this copy during 
the latter part of 1916. How do you think the 
Chicago publishers got it two years before? 

“I ago open to the truth and proof of same 
if anyone can show me why I am net the 
originator of the idea as it is today."

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BILLY SUNDAY WARNED NOT 


TO ATTACK THE THEATERS 


Secretary Bentley of Actors’ Church Alliance 
Objects to Evangelist “Slamming the 
Stage” and Calling Clergymen 
“Pie-Faced Mutts” 


New York, March 24.—If Billy Sunday, the 
evangelist, who begins a campaign of ‘‘soul- 
saving’’ in New York next month, attacks the 
theaters and local clergymen, as be has been 
wont to do in other cities, he is going to find 
himself up against a battle wall which may 
act as a boomerang against his tirades. At a 
meeting of the Actors’ Church Alliance this 
week its secretary, the Rev. Walter E. Bent- 
ley, an Episcopal clergyman, issued a warning 
to Sunday that any attempt on the evangelist’s 
part to bring the stage into disrepute will be 
bitterly opposed not only by the Actors’ Chureb 
Alliance, but by other moneyed influences who 
resent the unwarranted attacks. 


The Rey. Dr. Bentley, who at one time was 
an actor, after bitterly attacking Sunday and 
his methods, said: 


“I want to hereby serve notice on Mr. Sun- 
day that if he slams the theater in New York 
as he has slammed it elsewhere a prominent 
business man has given me carte blanche to 
engage a theater and answer his attacks. He 
has pledged a very large sum of money for this 
purpose, and I think after more than thirty 
years’ experience with the stage I ought to be 
able to defend it from the attacks of such a 
man as this noisy evangelist.’ Mr. Bentley 
also objects to Sunday alluding to clergymen 
as ‘‘pie-faced mutts,’’ and otherwise protests 
against his irreverence and vulgarity. 


So far New York theater managers have given 
little worry to Sunday’s advent into New York 
City. While in many of the cities where the 
evangelist has conducted his revivals the thea- 
ters have been forced to temporarily suspend, 
or else have encounterd severe reverses, it is 
generally felt in local stage circles that New 
York will be immune from his tirades, and that 
there will be little, if any, noticeable effect on 
the regular attendance. 

Sunday’s revival, coming as it does at the 
fag end of the theatrical season—one of the 
best, by the way, which New York has experi- 
enced in more than a decade—will hardly have 
any material effect upon the many current hits, 
which rely mostly upon outside patronage for 
their business. So far as New Yorkers are con- 
eerned they will have seen practically every

show long before the coming of Sunday, and if 
the evangelist’s revival does bring about ex- 
cessive ‘‘trail hitting’’ it will not be of persons 
who are likely patrons of the playhouses. 

Some of the neighborhood vaudeville and pic- 
ture houses, especially those in the vicinity of 
Sunday’s Tabernacle, may encounter some tem- 
porary reverses in the way of falling off busi- 
ness because of the revivals, but even these 
managers are by no means alarmed. 


THE MAN WHO LOST 


Scores a Hit at Pittsburg Premiere anda 
Will Be Seen on Broadway in Fall 


New York, March 24.—Encouraged beyond all 
expectations by the warm manner in which the 
Pittsburg critics and public received The Man 
Who Lost, which had its premiere at the Du- 
quesne Theater in the Smoky City this week, 
the management has decided to withdraw the 
production for a few alterations in cast, and 
prepare it for New York presentation in the 
early fall, for what will in all likelihood prove 
a lengthy run, 

The Man Who Lost is the joint work of 
Theodore A. Liebler, Jr., son of the well- 
known Liebler of producing fame, and Ade- 
line Leitzbach, and has none other than Brandon 
Tynan in the principal role. Tynan's work 
came in for unstinted praise at the hands of the 
Pittsburg critics, who, without dissension, en- 
dorsed the play from every viewpoint. The Man 
Who Lost has all the elements of a popular 


success—a good story, strong heart interest, 
humor and pathos, 

This is the initial effort of The Lieblers !n 
the drama field since their retirement some 
years ago, and New Yorkers have been lavish 
in their congratulations and well wishes for the 


future. 
SOTHERN GIVES ADDRESS 


Advises Stage Aspirants on Manner of 
Getting Employment 


New York, March 24.—The graduation exer- 
cises of the pupils of the American Academy 
of Dramatic Arts last Monday afternoon at 
the Lyceum was largely attended. The well- 
know actor, E. H. Sothern, was the principal 
speaker, and his remarks were full of thought- 
ful and practical advice, and he illustrated his 
points with instances from his own vast fund 
of experiences, Speaking of ‘‘looking for a 
job’ he warned the young actor against wander- 
ing up and down Broadway. The distinguished 
actors and actresses, he said, are not found 
there, nor those who have the ability to give valu- 
able advice. ‘‘Rather,’’ he said, ‘‘sacrifice a 
few hours of sleep, get up early in the morn- 
ing and set out on your quest. Study hard, 
keep your mind on your work and never refuse 
an opportunity, Study any sort of part, whether 
you like it or not, or whether you think you 
are fitted to it or not. It gives you experience, 
and that is precious, Never be discouraged by 
failure. Rather let each failure be a lesson 
to you, and later om you will be able to look 
back upon those failures with a thankful heart 
for all they have taught you.”’ 

Mr. Sothern gave a little jab at the critics 
when he said: ‘‘And if any of you should fail 
as an actor and subsequently become a dra- 
matie critic’—at this there was much hand- 
clapping—‘‘or a _ theatrical manager—cultivate 
a kindly and just attitude. Criticism should 
be, above all, helpful, We can learn much 


from it, and we should not resent it, and, 
above all,’ he added, ‘don’t worry about 
salary.”’ 


Tribute was paid to the high ideals that 
Daniel Frohman has always maintained in his 
work, and throughout the afternoon the different 
speakers made frequent references to that 
gentle, kindly man, who has done so much to 
help others and whose unfailing interest in the 
welfare of others has encouraged many a falter 
ing footstep.

Operative Association of the Spoken Drama em- 
brace far greater business possibilities than one 
could at first realize in studying the general out- 
line of its operations, 

True 8. James, the founder of the association, 
recently took a trip through New York State for 
the purpose of establishing ‘‘Managerial Zones,"’ 
The Billboard learns on close examination that 
Mr. James has devised a vast and practical plan 
which may prove to be the one big and vital 
thing in carrying out the policies of the associa. 
tion, 

These ‘“‘Managerial Zones’’ will cover all im- 
portant points of the United States, and each 
zone mamiger will become the direct representa 
tive between the public, who wish to be enter 
tained, and the artists, who will do the enter- 
taining® 

All zone managers will be shareholders, and 
will at all times be promoting the interests of 
the artists and the public by bringing them to- 
gether in such a manner that the very best re- 
sults can be obtained, artistically and financially. 

Thr public, also, is to become a shareholder: 
in this manner they, too, have the interests of 
the association at heart; as it is theirs, it be- 
longs to them, and to the artists. 

The public makes known their wants, Hikes and 
dislikes, and through their zone manager are 
really in a position to secure what they want in 
the way they like it. 

The zone manager is at their beck and call: 
he is their fiscal agent; he is in close and direct 
touch with the -asseciation; he knows all that 
is transpiring in the theatrical world through 
the publicity bureau of the association; in zones 
where the association has no theater, and can 
net rent or play on shares with the local thea- 
ters, then the sone manager gets his public to- 
gether and they build the association a theater 
of its own. 

When an attraction of the association is 
coming to their city the public has been thor 
oughly acquainted with it long before its coming; 
and instead of the old «tereotyped way of pub- 
licity promoting by the home office and the ad- 
vance agent the Co-Operative Association sends 
out in advance of its attraction an artist, who 
is capable of delivering a free lecture on said at- 
traction, and all the benefits of the co-operative 
system; this lecture to be delivered a week in 
advance of the attraction and in the theater 
in which the attraction will appear, or any other 
place to suit the public interest. 

A week later, say, the attraction appears, and 
during the performance the manager, who is 
also a member of the association, delivers an- 
other talk on the association. 

These attractions are not to be confined to 
the cities, but will tour the entire country 
from Maine to California, Winnipeg to New Or 
leans. The artists are guaranteed a long season, 
and the public guaranteed the attraction will 
come, and be just as represented, 

The public will be invited to participate in 
the association through buying shares, which will 
be perpetual: they will be expressing their views, 
their pleasures and complaints through their 
mne manager, who in turn conveys them to the 
association. 

In fact, by co-operating universally, the asse 
elation bids fair to become an institution truly 
famous, and far reaching, without being arti 
ficial. 

The promoters are being selected from amonec 
all the strong and capable people of the stage. 
end in time one can foresee a working force that 
will place the association upon a high plane of 
excellence,

An interview with a well-known American 
bandmaster, son of one of the pioneer band- 
wasters of this couctry, and the father of a 
future bandmaster, who at the tender age of 
six conducts his father’s band while it renders 
a famous American march composed by the 
American march king, should be of particular 
interest to readers of The Concert Field, be- 
cause be conducts ap all-American band. 


Armin Hand, son of Johnny Hand, Chicago's 
most famous bandmaster, when asked what he 
bad to say about “Hear Americans First,”’ was 
muchly interested. He replied seriously: ‘‘I've 
beard that expression all my life. It is the 
solid rock foundation of my education—musical 
and otherwise. My father was first, last and 
always an American. All the United States 
knows be was at the time of his demise Chi- 
cago’s oldest bandmaster, but few outside of 
his intimate acquaintances know that my dis- 
tinguished father was a veteran of the Civil 
War and had followed the colors with his band 
of American musicians over many a _ bloody 
battlefield... Then Armin Hand told me how 
bis father was one of the first musicians to 
advocate “Hear Americans First,’ explaining 
when be first organized his band in 1856 he 
had to employ musicians of every nationality. 


But as soon as he could get an American 
musician to sulstitute for the foreigner, the 
American boys got the chance. And today 


Johnny Hand's Band is known throughout the 
entire musical world as ‘“‘Hand’s All-American 
Rand.”’ Not one member but what is an Amer- 
iean citizen, end two members are genuine 
American Indians—Red Cloud, who plays an 
American instrument, the sousaphone, an im- 
provement upon the foreign French horn, by 
John Philip Sousa, and Buck Ewing, whore 
true Indian soul re-echoes the music of the 
primeval forest through the bird-like notes of 
the clarinet. 

A most beautiful tribute was paid to all 
American musicians when Mr. Hand said no 
matter what his position in a band, he was an 
educated gentleman and a competent musician. 
The average member of a foreign tmnd was 
about seventeen or eighteen years of age—a 
student—who could simply play certain num- 
hers upon a given program after he had spent 
the greater part of the winter mastering thoxe 
numbers. Give the conductor of a foreign band 
® ‘request program’’—selections desired upon 
the spur of the moment by the audience—and 
he would simply wilt, because none of his play- 
ers would be capable of reading even the most 
simple compositions at sight. Send in a ‘‘re- 
quest’ to any all-American band, be it from 
Puccini, Verdi, Wagner, Bach, Beethoven, 
Gounod, Liszt, Balfe, Sullivan, Grainger, Nevins, 
Strauss, Herbert, Sousa, Cohan or Berlin, and 
the audience could float away on the wings of 
a butterfly or trot to the latest musical craze. 
It is all the same to the native son—he will 
play any one thing equally well—hbis soul in 
them all. And when one stops to consider the 
wonderful musical scope the player must pos- 


sess to accomplish this sufficiently well—let 
alone artistically—to please his hearers, it 
must, indeed, be conceded that the American 


inust be a versatile musician. So much for the 
musical ability of the American. 

Members of Sousa’s Band, with few excep- 
tions, are educated gentlemen—men who are at 
home in any society, who can in most instances 
converse in several languages, but who, when 
it comes time to vote for a vital issue can 
enter the polling booth without challenge as to 
his nationality, And so it is with musicians 


in Arthur Pryor’s Band, Frederick Innes", Con- 
way's, Victor Herbert's, Johnny Hand's and 
many other all-American bands who Armin 


Hand could not think of just at the moment. 
The same thing may be said of the few all- 
American symphony orchestras. Every member 
is a finished artist and a man of culture and 
refinement. In other words, the American mu- 
sicians are men capable of conducting them- 
selves properly in any environment. known in 
common parlance to be ‘“‘good mixers."’ but 
always men who are dignified.

And this son of a great American 
makes a plea—a pitiful plea-— when 
that it comes from the soul of one whom 
Americans look upon as a true type of red 
blooded American manhoa), Give Americans 4 
chance’ Give them the same opportunity civen 
the foreign musicians, who land in this country 
with nothing else but a few tunes at the end 
of their instruments, but with their chests 
full of tin medals and a lot of forei¢n bravado 
Give the educated, refined, gentlemanly. clean- 
cut American musician the same opportunity 
that the inferior, ofttimes literate, foreign mu- 
sfelan, with his long hair and grotesque ges- 
ticeulations, ix afforded. The most wonderful 
composers are Americans, the most wonderful 
vocalists, the most wonderful violinists, the 
most wonderful musicians, the most finished 


IEAR AMERICANS FIRS

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artists in the whole musical world are men and 
women either born here or naturalized citizens. 
Give them a chance by hearing Americans first. 

When an American conductor makes a con- 
tract with an exposition or amusement park, 
elmost universally the number of men he is al- 
lowed to carry is thirty-five, while there is not 
a foreign aggregation, filling similar engage- 
ments, which is not carrying from forty to Ofty 
and often sixty men. Once Mr. Hand remarked 
upon this discrimination to the manager of a 
well known, pepular park, and the manager's 
reply astonished him: *‘Well, Armin, why should 
we contract for your band to carry twice its 
number, when with the smaller roster you make 
just as much volume as the foreign bands with 
double the amount of men.’" Mr. Hand jokingly 


remarked that he is a firm believer in what 
old FP. T. Banrum said about humbugging 
the American public after the manager gave 


this explanation, 

Another point of great interest to patriotic 
Americans was brought out most forcefully by 
Armin Hand. One of the supposedly finest 
bands in the United States is the Marine Band 
at Washington. The one which John Philip 
Sousa originally made famous, the one that 
during Cleveland's first term poured forth mar- 
tial strains that cemented American hearts to- 
gether patriotically for eternity—for the South 
forgot the hitherto irreparable loss of Arlington 
and the North erased from its memory the 
horrors of Anderson Prison when American 
ears drank in the beauties of Sousa’s patriotic 
American marches—the American Marine Band 
of the American capital, made famous by Ameri- 
can music, written by an American alien! Bu* 
today—and ever since John Philip's retiremeut 
—conducted by a foreigner and equipped with 
foreign musicians. ‘‘How can they,’’ asked 
this patriotic conductor, ‘“‘put the soul into 
their playing of patriotic pieces that an Amer- 
ican musician can? Why can’t an American be 
conductor of the United States Marine Band?’ 
And that is one thing the Concert Field would 
like to know. Why does not an American mn- 
sician condnect the United States Marine Band 
at Washington? 

If all letters addressed to this column were 
printed, there would be reom for little else. So 
we will select from them those which best 11- 
lustrate why The Billboard took up the cudgel 
in behalf of American musicians. And by 
American musicians we mean every branch of 
the musical profession—classical and otherwise. 
The two letters berein represent the kind of 
arguments we like. The one from Miss Sheldon, 
who thinks unknown artists can afford to sing 
gratis if an object is to be attained, presents 
one viewpoint. The communication from Mr. 
Mevi, a well-known concert tenor, presents 


another phase. Suck controversies will make 
the columns of the Concert Field interesting to 
musical artists, and they are open for dis- 
cussions and views of people connected with the 
coneert field and musical tributaries, 


Miss Amy Sheldon thinks the young singers 
entering the concert fieid should sing gratis 
until they bave created «a public demand for 
their talents: 


New York, March 17. 
To the Concert Field Editor, 
The Billboard: 

As a concert singer I have been requested to 
contribute an article for your Concert Field 
page, and the subject that I have selected is 
a frequent stipulation a young singer must 
contend with, and that is, on entering the 
concert field, singing ‘‘gratis."’ These two 
latter words seem to be the general cry of all 
unknown singers. Why is it you expect a 
manager to pay a sum for an appearance if 
you are not even kuown? After one has spent 
years and money upon his or her musical train- 
ing you naturally feel that it is impossible 
for you to sing without fee. Here is the great- 
est mistake of all. I felt exactly the same way 
when I started out, but soon changed my mind. 
Why? Because no one knew anything about 
me. I had only sung out a little, just because 
I was not always paid. My name meant noth- 
ing to the public. Good fortune did not come 
to me without my own endeavor. After a year 
of waiting I started out and offered my services 
free. I sang every place I could, just to be 
heard and to keep my name before the public, 
until at last, after three years, I was well 
repaid for my services. Just the other day a 


young girl, after studying three years and who had 


had no concert or stage experience, came to me 
and asked: ‘‘Do you ever sing gratis?’ I could 
only look at the girl in a pitying manner, and 
wondered how many more there were like her. 
She further said that she had been asked tu 


sing at a church festival in her vicinity, but 


shea felt that she could not do dt without pay. 
Therein rests the answer: ‘‘Why is it so hard 
for a singer to succeed?" Only recently I of- 
fered my services to a large organization which 
will give a concert in New York in the early 
spring, because I knew the advantages and 
possibilities that I would receive from it. The 
conductor remarked to me after I had been 
accepted: ‘‘Your name has been before me many 
times, but I had always thought your terms 
would be too high."’ I would suggest, in con- 
clusion, for those who find the road to fame a 
hard one, that they bear this in mind.

It is seven years since an Actors’ 
Fund Fair has been held, its officials 
generously having postponed the one 
planned at the outbreak of the Eu- 


ropean war so that all of America’s 
charity could go to war relief. 
Putting aside the great need of their 


j}own kind the women and men of the 


stage threw themselves into the mul- 
tiple events that have been held to 
raise funds for the war-afflicted peo- 
ple of the bid world. Through their 
efforts millions have been realized. 

The appeal to the greathearted 
American people in behalf of the 
Actors’ Fund can no longer be delayed; 
its resources are ata low ebb. So that 
at the Grand Central Palace, New 
York, from May 12 to 21, a bazaar 
will be held, the proceeds from which 
will be used to replenish the Fund 
and enable the charity to continue its 
mission of relief without interruption. 

With the first movement to hold a 
fair came offers of help from the wom- 
en of New York. Steadily their num- 
ber has been increasing, so that by 
now five thousand have enlisted in a 
work which peculiarly is the function 
of women. 

The feminine touch is upon the Fair. 
Men administer the Fund itself, the 
executive director of the bazaar is a 
man; Daniel®Ffrohman is the president 
of the committee managing the bazaar, 
but the inspiration for the event has 
come from women.

CAPT. JACK BONAVITA 
KILLED BY BEAR 


Famous Trainer Dies From In- 
juries Received in Struggle 
With Polar Bear at Los 
Angeles Film Plant 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 23.—The entire 
show world will be shocked to learn of the 
death of Captain Jack Bonavita, who in private 
life was John F, Gentner, and who was con- 
ceded to be one of the best animal trainers in 
the country, here Monday night. His death 
was the result of a fractured jaw and severe 
lacerations, suffered in a struggle with a polar 
bear. The famous trainer was putting the 
animal through its customary tricks in the arena 
of the David Horsley plant here when the bear 
became enraged and attacked him. The Captain 
was saved’ from immediate death by a_ traffic 
policeman, who fired a number of shots into 
the animal, killing it instantly.

Nabs Impostor at Columbus 


George Chennell, veteran billposter of Colum- 
bus, 0., and probably better known among show- 
men than any other man in the United States, 
has entered a new profession. He's a detective:

pened: For some time merchants of Columbus 
have been annoyed and in some instances fiim- 
flammed by persons representing themselves as 
being connected with outdoor shows in various 
capacities, The latest to appear was a person 
who represented himself to be a contracting 
agent for the Ringling Show.

It is simply because, when it 
is time to open on Monday night, the anxious 
public is given the opportunity of listening to 
a young recvuit, who a few hours ago was 
driving stakes and putting up canvas, and is 
how presenting to the public an unkempt ap- 
pearance and a line of talk that would make 
Webster blush with shame. A manager should 
Spare no expense on his front, and be careful 
to inform. his talker not to ‘kid’ with the 
ladies on the ‘bally’ stand, as this does not 
better the opinion that the natives in front 
have of your company before them, The new 
recruit will also roast the public in an under- 
tone, loud enough for them to hear, because he 
4id not turn them after his opening (7). These 
are only a few of the many things that are 
a detriment to our profession. I trust that 
managers will look at this in a fair business- 
like way, and I am sure that the reward will 
be better financially and your show will gain 
the respect of the public. I would like to hear 
the opinions of my fellow talkers for the bet- 
terment of our calling.”

CATER TO BEGINNERS 
AND REAP THE REWARD 


Some Timely Tips to Live Rink 
Managers--Many Instructors 
Important Item--TooMuch 
Attention to the Fans 


All fans, baseball, football, boxing and skat- 
ing, do not bave to be urged to attend a game, 
match or indulge in the sport—you can't keep 
them away. Most of the rink managers know the 
benefit of advertising. but many pay too much 
attention to the fans. Let them alone, they 
will come to the rink anyway, and they are not 
what your future business is to be, Cater to 
the beginners, the youngsters and the inexperi- 
enced skaters. This class is going to be the 
hardest to educate to come back for the 
second time. 

Time and time again a youngster or a beginner 
will go to a skating rink and try to learn the 
art of skating—nor expert skating—but just 
rolling along, and because they are not given 
any attention by the instructors, are treated 
more as a hindrance to the other skaters who 
ean skate, and are kind of ostracized from the 
rest of the bunch, they never come back, 

Go aftr them! When you see a green skater 
come into your rink you should go after him 
or her just the same as the workers at a Te- 
vival go after a sinner on the mourner’s bench, 
and stay with him until he has become ‘‘con- 
verted”’ to the fact that skating is one of the 
healthiest and most beneficial sports known, 

You can not have too many instructors, 
cause the more beginners you try to teach 
better your business will be, 

As to advertising, many managers open a 
rink and for a few months business i# boom- 
ing, and they sit back and take in the money. 
But they are dead ones. Soon the business falls 
off, the rink is run at a big loss and is forced 
to close. The manager who succeeds has got 
to keep his eyes open all of the time, and when 
you see a new advertising stunt pounce on it 
and advertise your skating rink just like any 
other business, but don’t forget the beginners. 

Another thing, many make a mistake in trying 
to prolong the season several months. You 
never see a small boy flying a kite in August— 
it isn’t according to custom, and it’s too hot. 
Likewise skating. 

If you are in a warm climate close your rink 
early in the spring, and if you have a portable 
either move to a cooler territory or close you 
rink until late im the fall. Then when you 
open up the skaters will have all had a rest 
and be keen for the sport for another season.

ACTOR’S WRATH STIRRED UP 


By Managers’ Letters in a Recent Number cf The Billboard 


Editor The Billboard: Minneapolis, Minn. 

I read in The Billboard several letters regarding actors beating R. R. fares. This, 
as any REAL SHOWMAN or ACTOR knows, is a big joke. How many of those same 
so-called managers’ skirts are clean? I'll wager a good, round sum that there is hardly 
one of them who has not trimmed the actor to a finish. They get responsible people 
| on to gamble with them. Take a show out on a shoestring. If it pays, all right, if it 
does not the actor is stung. Has to write home for money (if he can) or go hungry. 

There are today in the West and Middle West a class of rep. and small-time man- 
agers who make a practice of gambling at the actors’ expense. If they were men they 
would keep their mouth shut, when they were stung, for they have stung the actor a 
thousandfold more than the paltry fares they lose. 

There are actors and actors, managers and managers. If these managers were on 
the level and met the actor half way, paid his fare to the joining point, as the New York 
manager does, I don't think they would have much trouble, but they want to squeeze 
them down to the starvation point by not getting them through an agent, because a 
REAL AGENT will demand a living salary for the artist, therefore, they fall in with a 
lot of Incompetents and get trimmed as they really deserve. 

To show how little most of the agents in Chicago, Kansas City and Salt Lake, etc., 
Tegard the honesty of the small manager out this way, they either make him pay the 
commission in advance or they won't send the people on. It is as silly and childish to 
blame the average capable actor of beating R. R. fares as it would be to blame a 
whole city of peace-loving citizens because ‘John Doe’’ killed a man. It is understood 
that there are unscrupulous people in every line of business, and letters like the opes in 
a recent issue of The Billboard are a plain case of ‘‘cry baby.” 

When the time comes to publish a list of actors who have beat R. R. fares they may 
be a list of managers who have left actors ‘‘on their uppers’’ that, when the accounts 
were balanced, I guess, would leave many thousands of dollars to the credit of the 
actor.

I said: ‘‘No, I want to sing, becuuse I fee 
that I have something to say and I am happy 
doing it."’ 

He heard me, and has given me some very 
fine engagements, When I lefti Chicago he 
said: 

“Young man, you have no name, and it will 
be very hard to get one, but it ds in you, anu 
if you are persevering you are bound to arrive. 
Keep singing before the public as much as you 
can; get paid for it if it is only a few dollars: 
never sing for nothing, or worse, pay for being 
allowed to sing. As you develop and study your 
success will grow, and the public feels when 
it hears a true artist, for you can not fool them 
more than once."’ 

I have learned the truth of his advice ana 
my opportunities are continually growing larger, 
keeping pace with my development as an artist. 

I want The Billboard to pass this advice on 
to a wider circle than I can reach, for it holds 
good for any sincere young artist,

“Just a word in regard to the English lan 
guage as a medium for opera and song. As Mr. 
Gatti says that a typical operatic audience in 


| Italy, knowing their own language and gener 


ally familiar with both text and story of their 
eperas, only expect to understand about half the 
words as sung, owing to the very conditions of 
opera itself, may it not be fairly said that 
American audiences who go to hear operas m 
English, expecting to understand every word, 
expect the impossible, and should be more rea 
sonable in their demands? 

“Again, I have always contended and main- 
tained that the English language, properly used, 
is an entirely singable language, and in The 
Canterbury Pi'grims none of the artists have 
seemed to find any great difficulty in singing in 
English. Beyond that inherent to a certain lack 
of familiarity with the language itself it looks 
as if my contention stands at least a fair 
chance of being admitted.”

heights of animal training was attained in the 
superbly majestic ‘‘groupings’’ be presented. 

In Bonavita the late Mr. Bostock found his 
ideal of the type of man he was seeking loc 
the expioiting of his ideas in bis arenic metbou 
of presenting wild animal performances. ‘to 
achieve Bonavita’s ambitions in the make-up 
of the lion group Bostock allowed him carte 
blanche in the number of lions to be tested out 
fur the purpose, resulting with the final ac- 
complishmeut of the group being made up of 
every degree of temperament compatible with 
leonine character, 

With Bostock’s decision to transfer his ener- 
gies aud ‘‘Bostock’s’’ to European fields Bona- 
Vita preferred remaining in the United States, 
prompted by his love for his invalid mother. 
His parting with his beloved lions was ‘a 
heart-wring, but his duty, as an only son, 
stood foremost. He performed for two seaseus 
in Paris and other European capitals, but 
finally gave up even this tempdrary absence 
from his mother. 


It was in Florida that Bonavita was staging 
a jungle film drama for the Universal Company 
that brought out the strongest element of his 
character. In enacting the saving of a child 
from an angry lion the animal broke past his 
guard and savagely attacked him, and, though 
be was being literally torn to pices, he shouted 
to the camera man: “Keep turning, get it all!’’ 
The camera man, aghast at the sight, had lost his 
verve and fied. Weeks of painful suffering in 
a hospital followed, but Bonavita regretted only 
that the film was spoiled by the happening. 


Following the sale of the Bostock animals to 
a film-making firm, Bonavita was engaged to 
“break’’ the animals from their arenic per- 
formances to the more hazardous task of film 
production, and accomplished almast super- 
human effect’ in teaching animals to attack 
him in order to acquire the extreme of realism 
in the film dramas, 

His adherence to his rule that other film 
actors should take no chances until the animals 
were well broken for the parts they had to 
play amounted to” self-sacrifice. Conscientious 
to a degree, it seemed as if no danger was 
great enough to deter him from attempting to 
accomplish the impossible. 

Where those who may have heard, but never 
met him, may have been puzzled as to his 
nationality, it may be news to many that he 
was so well known by what was merely his 
“nom d’arene’’ and that he was an American 
bred and born, and known to but a few—outside 
his ante-performng days—as Joln Gentner, and 
a native of Philadelphia. 

His personal characteristics were far and 
away from the nature of his calling. Shy and 
modest to a degree, it was difficult to get him 
to talk of the elements of human character 
that his calling relied upon—no matter under 
what conditions he received burts from the ant 
mals he would never blame the animals—he re- 
garded such as being entirely his own fault 
and held the brutes frie from harmful intent. 

In the writer's long and close connection with 
Bonavita he never heard a word of reproach 
uttered against anyone—he preferred to look 
upon and recognize only the better side of hu- 
manity. 

Prior to his joining Bostock Bonavita was an 
acrobat, and had performed with various cir- 
euses. It was during an engagement in Phila- 
delphia that he made the acquaintance of 
Bostock, while photographing the animals in the 
Bostock Show there at the time. Anxious to 
become a tamer of lions, he secured employment 
with Bostock as animal man. Impressed with 
his gentlemanly bearing, his palpable love for 
the animals and his assiduous care of them, 
Bostock quickly discovered that he had found 
a “rara avis’’ as an embryo trainer, and so 
began his long and honorable association with 
“the animal king.’’

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PATRIOTISM IS AROUSED BY 
A “PREPAREDNESS” PICTURE 


Greater Vitagraph’s Womanhood, the Glory of 
the Nation, Adds Impetus to Enlistments in 
Fighting Ranks—President Wilson and 
Roosevelt in the Feature 


Philadelphia, March 24.—Most timety, in the 
light of rapidiy approaching warfare between 
tiis country and Germany, is the new spectacu- 
lar eight-reel Greater Vitagraph battle picture, 
Womaniood, the Glory of the Naiion, which 
started its lesson of preparedness at the Chest- 
nut Street Opera House here last Monday night, 
and which is to open a New York run on April 
2.. Immediately following the initial perform- 
ance government officials at the League Island 
Navy Yard got into communication with patri- 
drie societies throughout Pennsylvania and 
Southern New Jersey, arranging for huge pub- 
iicity for the picture in order te increase en- 
listments in boih the navy and the army. 

“Millions of able-bodied men must see this 
pieture,’’ was the message sent out by the of- 
fickals. ‘‘Womanhood will impress upon the 
‘slackers’ that the United States must be pre- 
pared for war.’’ 

Within twenty-four hours after the first public 
screening of the picture the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the National Security So- 
elety and the Navy League had outlined plans 
fur a country-wide campaign to assure the at- 
tendance at every theater booking Womanhood 
of every able-bodied man who may be persuaded 
to attend a performance, 

‘Whi'e the plans for rallying a large attend- 
ante at the performances of Womanhood are ia 
an embryo state the treasuries of the numerous 
preparedness societies are to be used for the 
purpose of purchasing a number of admission 
tickets, which will be distributed in stores, of- 
ficés, factories and every place of business where 
large numbers of men are employed. This is in 
addition to a publicity campaign to be conducted 
by the preparedness organizations. 

Womanhood is the brain child of former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. More than a year ago Colonel 
Roosevelt foresaw the dangers to the United 
States through the lassitude of its peoples. He 
knew something radical was necessary to arouse 
them and to save the country should it become 
embroiled in war. 

Colonel Roosevelt, who is a close personal 
friend of Commodore J. Stuart Blackton, direc- 
tor-general of Greater Vitagraph, suggested that 
a picture preaching “‘preparedness’’ in every foot 


of film should be made. The result is Woman- 
hood, the Glory of the Nation. 

Commodore Blackton and Dr. Cyrus Townsend 
Brady, acting on numerous suggestions of Colonel 
Roosevelt, wrote the story, which was imme- 
diately scenarioized. Work on the picture was 
started nearly a year ago. It took eight 
months of constant effort and work to complete

SIMPLIFIED SPELLING 


Received With Favor by the Exhibitors 


New York, March 24.—Exhibitors in all parts 
of the country have expressed their appreciation 
of the movement of the Universal Film Manu- 
facturing Company to adopt simplified spelling 
in the titles and subtitles of all pictures pro- 
duced by the company. The idea originated 
with R, H. Cochrane, vice-president of the 
Universal, who is firmly convinced that the 
shorter spelling will meet with the approval of 
the patrons of motion picture theaters because 
it will serve to shorten the length of titles. 

“It has been my observation,’’ said Mr. 
Cochran, “that one great fault found in mo- 
tion pictures is poor titling. In rare cases 
they may be ungrammatical, but in nearly every 
ease they are too long. The exigencies of the 
story plot may demand a title which {s intro- 
ductory to a great extent. In such cases we 
find on the screen long sentences with longer 
words, 

“Now I firmly belleve that the frequent ap- 
pearance of these long titles soon tires the aul. 
ence, which comes to the theater to see photo- 
plays and not to read. If movie fans wanted 
to read they would go to a l%brary or remain 
at bome. For this reason I heartily favor any 
method that may tend to allevinte this con- 
cition, and simplified spelling will shorten the 
title and make the meaning clearer to the per- 
son reading it. I have instructed the advertis- 
ing, publicity and film-editing departments to 
use the words adopted by the ‘Simplified 
Spelling Board.’

As a result I have a production with many 
superlative selling points; points that the buyer 
ean sell to the exbibitor and the exhibitor to 
the public. I have six stars, all of whom have 
been exploited by motion picture manufacturers 
and theatrical managers. They are therefore 
known to the picture public as well as the thea- 
tergoer. My story is of the kind that will in- 
terest all classes, particularly the women, for 
it is a clean, domestic thesis. My sets and 
Stage dressing are up to the minute in ele- 
gance, art and refinement. In all I am thor- 
oughly satisfied that I have fulfilled my obliga- 
tions and start work on my next picture with 
the satisfaction of knowing that final results 
will measure up to the expectations of all 
those who may be {Interested.’’

New York, Mareh 24.—The Associated Mo- 
tion Picture Advertisers, Inc., made up of the 
various film publicity men, has taken upon Itself 
the task of attempting to regulate the actions 
of tilm reviewers while in the various projection 
roums where advance showings are given. In a 
eireular letter sent out te all of the trade pub- 
lications the A. M, P. A. says that complaints 
have been made of reviewers who have a habit 
of gossiping with friends in the projection room 
during the screening of a picture, or who, dur- 
ing the screening, pass unnecessary remarks con- 
cerning the film. There is no denying the fact 
that reviewers bave been knewn to comment 
audibly upon some of the scenes projected upen 
the screen and upon which they are expected to 
pass advance judgement, due im the main to the 
habit of some of the producers in showing com- 
edy of the most ridiculous type when pathos 
is intended, and vice versa. Then, again, some 
of the films are of such q nature as to defy 


even the most hardened of critics to restrain 
their wrath. The argument is advanced by the 
A. M. P. A, that such conduct on the part of 


reviewers tends to distract them from their 
work and that their best efforts are not put 
forth—a fine tribute to the trade and daily 
press, it must be admitted. The threat has 
been conveyed by the A. M. P. A. that some 
of the producers seriously consider eliminating 
the advance showings for critics in order to 
escape this ‘‘awful’’ situation which has arisen. 

Perhaps if the critics were to universally 
praise all pictures, irrespective of their value, 
there would be no complaint from the publicity 
men,

Several of them are figuring on putting high 
licenses on all itinerant shows and everything 
else in the outdoor amusement world. Up to the 
present time high taxations and other adverse 
legislation have had to be fought by individual 
Siow ss, 

In every case, as a general rule. where show- 
men have been compelled to fight for their righis., 
they, have had to combat organization. If it i* 
a high liceuse, or other adverse legisiation, they 
have to fight an entire city couucil, or a board 
of aldermen, or a State legislature, or a congress. 
If it is an overcharge or bigb prices for supplies, 
ete., it is generally a combination of dealers or 
some other commercial organization with whow 
they have to battle. 

Also they are confronted with organization 
when they are presented with adverse rulings 
from a common carrier. Or if, while they are 
conducting their outdoor enterprises, a labor 
strike should arise. 

The writer does not believe that any intelligent 
man can put forth an argument that tue sho 
world should not organize and that it must be 
done immediately. Agreeing with thix tie de 
duction can net be otherwise than that be muet 
look about for a first-claws, a pumber one as- 
sociation of outdoor showmen to jein, provided 
that they bave for their aims and purposes the 
theories as herein above mentioned and whic 
will be put into actual practice. 

The officers and members of the National Out- 
door Showmen’s Association at the present time 
are really the pick of the outdoor show wor}d— 
all live wires and reliable men, each and every 
one realizing that organization ts the only salva- 
tion for them and their associates operating 
amusement enterprises outdoors. They know 
that “In union there is strength." They kaow 
the value of sending a representative to a city 
hall, a State legislature or to the Nationa) Gor- 
ernment, who, when he appears before any of 
these bodies can confidently say that be repre- 
sents the Nations] Outdoor Bhowmen'’s Associa- 
tion, an organization which represents many thou 
sands of America’s representative citizens and 
an organization demanding justice.

ernor Walter E. Edge, Splendid work has 
bern done in New Jersey by the exhibitors’ or- 
ganization, under the leadership of Dr. 
VYharles Hespe, the president. who has co- 
overated with Louis L. Blumenthal, a prominent 
New Jersey exhibitor and a directey of the 
National Association of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry. 

The Martin bill, introduced in the Connecticut 
Legislature, provicing for local option in re- 
gard to Sunday opening, was passed by the 
House by a vote of 137 to °0 on Wednesdey. 
This measure authorized athletic sports and 
amusements, including motion picture shows, 
between the hours of two and ten o'clock on 
Sunday afternoons and evenings in towns of 
10,000 population or more, provided a majority 
of the voters haye decided by referendum fote 
to accept the provisions of the statute, This 
bill has been actively supported by the Con- 
necticut Liberal Sunday Association, and is 
acceptable to the National Assoclation of the 
Motion Picture Industry. 

As the result of a hearing held before the 
New York Joint Codcs Committee at Albany 
on Wednesday it is confidently expected that 
one of the bills under consideration will be re- 
porter! favorably to the Legislature, where there 
‘s little doubt but that a big vote will be re- 
corded for the measure, The advocates of B as 
ture shows on Sundays in New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut have received wonderful 
encouragement in their campaign through the 
enactment of a new law in Indiana, where the 
motion picture theaters have been closed for the 
oast five years.

Sec. 4. Promoters of Aviation Exhibitions, Automs ite Ra ing and Contest Exhibitions, Automo- 
bile Shows, Fireworks Spectacles and other Miscellaneous Outdoor Attractions and Exhibitions: Those 
who are eligible for membership in the Association belonging to this class of enterprises are owners 
and promoters, and shgll pay an initiation fee of $10.00 and annual dues of $15.00, 


Sec. 5. Amusement Parks: Those who are eligible for membership in the Association belonging 
to this class of enterprises are owners and general managers, and shall pay an initiation fee of $10.00 
and annual dyes of $25.00, 

Sec. 6. National and State Expositions, State and County Fairs: Those who are eligible for 
membership in the Association belonging to this elass of enterprises are the acting secretaries, general 


managers, presidents amd superintendents of shows and concessions, and shall pay an initiation fee 
cf $10.00 and annua! dues ef $15.00. 


Sec. 7. Allied Interests: Those who are elighile for membership in the Association belonging to 
this class of enterprises are owners, bona fide presidents, vice-presidents, secretaries and treasurers for 
corporations, aud shali pay an initiation tee of $25.00 and annua] dues of $100.00. 

Sec. 8 General Agents and Railroad Contractors: Those who are eligible for membership in 
the Association belonging to this class of enterprises are the general agents and railroad contractors 
of edircuses and esrnival companies, and they must be employecs of members of this Association 
when application for membership is filed, and they shall pay an initiation fee of £10.00 and annual 
dues of $15.00.

WILLARD STANTON DIES 


| Veteran Theatrical Manager and Show- 
man Succumbs at Hathorne, Mass. 


Lynn, Mass,, March 24.—Col. Willard G. 8. 
Stanton, for many years in eharge of the old 
Lynn Musee and the Central Square Theater, 
died this week at Hatborne. The veteran show- 
(men was stricken at a recent outing of the 
Lynn Chamber of Commerce at Lowell, and 
failed to recover. 

Colonel Stanton had been In the show busi. 
ness for about a half century. In eddition to 
managing theaters he served enuccessfally as 
road manager for numerous productions, and 
for a time was half owner of the Fox & Ward 
Minstrel Show.

New York, March 24.—Nju may well be 
classed as one of the most remarkable plays 
presented in New York this season. It is a 
highly improbable story of misplaced love, 
parallel in some respects to The Fugitive, in 
which Emily Stevens seored the past week, but 
its weakness lies in its lines, which at times 
border on drivel of the most idiotic type. If, 
as the program gtates, Niu is a play of every- 
day Russian life, then what must be the Rus- 
sian special occasions?

agencies, such as the Tyson, McBride, United, 
etc., concerns and the various botel agencies, 
but against the street scalpers, who circulate 
among the theatergoing crowds, push their 
wares into people's faces and then, when they 
are turned down, wake insulting or flippant re- 
marke, which are quite distasteful to those so 
subjected, 

The police have been quite inactive against 
ticket scalpers for a long time, but The Bill- 
board is reliably informed that an active cru- 
sade against these unscrupulons persons is 
very shortly to be inaugurated. It i felt that 
while the hotel and other ticket agencies are 4@ 
legitimate business, and quite necessary for the 
success of the New York theaters, which rely 
to a great extent upon transients for their 
patronage, the street ecalpers and those who 
rent “desk room" in some small basement or 
allway, should and must be driven out. They 
are a nuisance and a disgrace to the theater, 
and the sooner they are eliminated from Broad- 
way the sooner, it is argued, will norma) condi- 
tions prevail and consistent business result.

always overrun with these characters of the un- 
derworkd. There is no denying the fact that 
vice runs riot on the Great Lane, as a casual 
promenade up the Gay White Way, from say 
Thirtieth street to Seventy-second street, any 
night will speedily convince. And while New 
York, in proportion to its size, May be no worse 
than other cities; in fact there are those who in- 
sist New York ie the most moral town in the 
worki, The Broadway Association has deter- 
mined to at once launch its campaign against 
vice, and that it will receive the unqualified back 
ing of thousands of reputable citizens and busi 
hess people there ie no doubt. 

Aside from the few cabarets that have caused 
some little activity on the part of the police 
the past few months, Broadway amusement« 
are run on a pretty bigh staniard. License 
Commissioner Bell saye that the burlesque sit- 
uation never was better, and that on the whole 
the eabarete are living within the law. It is 
simply for the purpose of “tightening up” a bit 
that this present action is contemplated. There 
is ne truth in the rumor, Mr. Bell asserts, that 
his activity against the cabarets ix prompted by 
the cireumstances surrounding the recent murder 
of a Brooklyn woman, who made it a practice of 
frequenting cabarets afternoons unknown to her 


“hangers-on,” whe make a livelihood of prey- 
ing upen woman, either for financial gain or 
to bring about their moral ruin. 

“The death of this woman can barnlly be as- 
eribed to cabaret conditions,’ Mr. Bell told The 
Billboard. ‘“‘It could have happened Just as eas- 
fly bad she never visited a cabaret or eafe in 
her Iife. She was murdered for her jewels, and 
the fact that she had been visiting cabarets, in 
my opinion, was Just a coincident.” 

Denizens of Broadway will await the proposed 
“clean-up” with a great deal of interest. There 
bave been similar attempts made in the past to 
rid Broadway of vice, but The Broadway Assoel- 
ation insists that this will be a genuine cleans- 
ing, and that it will be an entirely different 
Broadway that will greet New Yorkers and 
transients once they have completed their labors.
